Comanche County’s bonded in­ 
debtedness has been reduced ap­ 
proximately $18,000 within the 
last year and the county funds 
on deposit total more than $40,- 
000 according to the annual fin­ 
ancial report made to the Grand 
Ju ry by the financial committee 
consisting of F. H. Bain, C. F.
